M YSTERIO US LIGHT AT SEA. 


T h r e e 
S t r a i n e r * 
D id n ’t 
I Tn d e r n t a n d 
I t , h u t t h e B r i n c e o f M o n a c o K n e w . 
Th«i Prince of Monaco has been known 
since 1885 as an enthusiastic student 
of the sea and its various forms of life. 
He usually spends his summ ers in the 
study of oceanographic problems, and 
his cruises have on some occasions been 
extended almost to the coasts of Am er­ 
ica. 
He delivered a lecture before the 
Royal Geographical society in London 
in which he told this incident: 
One afternoon, while in the bay of 
Biscay, he stink the trap in which he 
collected specimens of sea life. It went 
to the bottom in over 12,000 feet of 
water, and as night approached he fas­ 
tened to the wire attached to it an elec­ 
tric buoy and then stood off a mile or 
so. 
It did not happen to occur to him 
th at he was right iii the track of steam 
ers plying between northern Europe 
and the M editerranean, but he was re 
minded of tin; fact later. 
As he and his 14 sailors were w atch­ 
ing w ith a good deal of satisfaction the 
swaying buoy w ith its brilliant illu­ 
m ination a steam er’s lights came into 
view. 
It was soon evident that the 
steam er was curious to know the m ean­ 
ing of the illum ination, for she altered 
her course and made for the light 
She 
knew th at no fishing boats came out so 
far from land and so determ ined to 
solve the m ystery 
Up she came to 
w ithin a quarter of a m ile of the buoy, 
slowed up for a m inute, and then sta rt­ 
ed ahead, perhaps a little disgusted at 
the incident th at had lured her several 
miles out of her course. 
She had hardly got away when a sec­ 
ond steam er came into view, and she, 
too. bore down upon tho lighted buoy 
The m arines on the prince’s vessel un­ 
derstood by this tim e that the illum ina­ 
tion was probably believed to be evi­ 
dence of a disaster Ju st as the prince’s 
steam er was m oving up to explain m at­ 
ters she was nearly run down by one of 
the large liners in the oriental trade. 
which had also left her course to render 
w hat assistance she could. 
The swell was very heavy, and tin* 
prince feared a collision as the three 
vessels approached the light like moths 
around a candle. 
He therefore veered 
off and the other vessels, after standing 
by for a few minutes, w ent on their 
way and probably never learned tile 
cause of that nig h t's illum ination at 
sea. 
But the incident gave the prince a 
pointer 
He carefully refrained there­ 
after from exhibiting his electric buoy 
on any of tho milch traveled ocean 
routes.—New York Sun.

Great minds have wrestled to find an 
explanation for the pranks that memory 
plays and have had to give np the 
effort In the conrse of a systematic at­ 
tempt to arrive at some understanding 
with regard to the wonders of memory 
a very valuable and unique body Of 
testimony has been obtained. 
The fob 
lowing questions have been put to 200 
American university students and pro 
fessional persons, 151 being men and 
49 being women The answers are here 
given with the questions 
Question I.—When yon cannot recall 
a name you want, does it seem to come 
back spontaneously without being sug­ 
gested by any perceived association of 
ideas? To this ll per cent answered 
“ No” and HI per cent “ Yes.” 
Question 2.—Does such recovery ever 
come during sleep? To this 17 per cent 
answered “ No” and 28 percent “ Yes. ’ 
Some examples given 
I This morning I tried to recall the 
name of a character I had read of the 
night before in one of Scott’s novels and 
failed. I taught a class, and walking 
homo in tho afternoon all the names re­ 
curred to me without effort. 
2. I tried to recall the name of a 
book 
Gave it up 
Half an hour later, 
while talking of something else, blurted 
it out without conscious volition. 
Question 3.—On seeing a sight or 
hearing a sound for the first time, have 
you ever felt that you had seen (or 
heard) the same before? Fifty-nine per 
cent answered “ Yes. ” 
The action of nnconscious memory 
daring sleep is illustrated by further 
queries 
Question 4. —Do you dream ? Ninety- 
four per cent answered “ Yes. ” 
Question 5. —Can yon wake at a given 
hour determined before going to sleep 
without waking np many times before ? 
Fifty-nine per cent answered “ Yes.’ 
Thirty-one per cent answered “ No. ” 
Question ti.—lf you can, how about 
failure? Sixty-nine per cent seldom 
failed; 25 per cent often. 
Question 7. —Do yon come direct from 
oblivion into consciousness ? Sixty-four 
per cent answered “ Yes” and 16 per 
cent “ Gradually ”

Oil the deck of the steamship he was 
presented to President Dole. 
As the 
lines were a1 lout to be cast off he ap­ 
peared on the bridge and the crowd de­ 
manded a speech. 
Lieutenant Hobson 
hesitated at first, but presently acceded. 
In a clear, full voice, distinctly heard 
by every one, he said: 
“ Friends, I don’t know what I can 
say other than that this remarkable ex­ 
pression of kindness on your part touches 
me very deeply. I am more particularly 
thankful because the scene of the occa­ 
sion is far from what has been the 
bounds of the United States, and sng- 
gests that, though this is a representa­ 
tive greeting from a community that 
marks iii this demonstration a new be­ 
ginning iii the life of our common coun­ 
try, we are at the beginning of a new 
era in our national existence. 
“ There is but one thought that I 
might refer to and wish to remain with 
you. This is the idea of general appre­ 
ciation of American citizens for what 
has been done in the war so lately end­ 
ed by American citizens. 
Everywhere 
is the recognition pronounced and ear­ 
nest and grounded in the spirit of Ameri­ 
cans. I wish to assure yon that the lit­ 
tle piece of work with which I had the 
privilege of being associated was but an 
index of the status that existed in the 
army and on shore. 
From my prison 
window I saw the magnificent work 
that soldiers did, the unrivaled work 
when they charged up San Juan hill 
against the intrenched enemy with his 
flanking machine guns, they themselves 
unsupported by artillery. 
“ You all know perhaps—at least have 
heard—how when the matter of taking 
the Merrimac ir was brought up the 
whole fleet volunteered for the service. 
Let me tell yon a little further, more 
graphically perhaps, that when it was 
known that I had the selection of the 
crew the men would come to me and 
beg and plead and pray that I would let 
them go. 
Some would say: ‘Mr. Hob­ 
son, we cruised together on the Chicago 
back in 1890 and 1891. 
Don’t yon re­ 
member me? I was captain of foretop. 
I trained the forward gun. 
Won’t you 
as an old shipmate let me go with you, 
sir?’ 
“ Friends, when it was known on the 
1 Iowa that only one man could be taken 
from that ship’s company theygradual- 
{ ly sifted down until it was between two 
fine fellows, and they didn’t know how 
I to make a choice. 
They drew straws. 
| The man who drew the long straw— 
Murphy, a fine fellow—they say jum p­ 
ed six feet into the air when he drew 
it. The other fellow’s countenance fell. 
His fa^e was as long as a yardstick, and 
he moped around and finally came up 
and said, ‘Murphy, ITI give you my 
whole year's pay if you will let me go 
in your place. ’ 
“ Friends, let me say that those sail­ 
ors and those soldiers who did the work 
simply came from among the Anieri- I 
cans. 
They are simply the type of 
American citizenship of which you are I 
the representatives in this forward 
movement of our nation, and I believe 
that American citizenship will not be 
found unequal to any work that may 
fall to its lot. 
It will not even in the 
face of dangers and obstacles shirk any 
of the duties the American owes in the 
uplifting of the human race." 
By the time Lieutenant Hobson had 
concluded these remarks the Gaelic had

In the course of a systematic at­ 
tempt to arrive at some understanding 
with regard to the wonders of memory 
a very valuable and unique body bf 
testimony has been obtained. 
The fol­ 
lowing questions have been put to 200 
American university students and pro 
fessional persons, 151 being men and 
49 being women. The answers are here 
given with the questions 
Question I.—When yon cannot recall 
a name yon want, does it seem to come 
back spontaneously without being sug­ 
gested by any perceived association of 
ideas? To this l l per cent answered 
“ N o” and Bl per cent “ Yes. ” 
Question 2.— Does such recovery ever 
come during sleep? To this 17 per cent 
answered “ N o” and 28 jiercent “ Yes. ’

This morning I tried to recall the 
name of a character I had read of the 
night before in on© of Scott’s novels and 
failed. 
I taught a class, and walking 
home in tho afternoon all the names re­ 
curred to me without effort.

while talking of something else, blurted 
it out without conscious volition. 
Question 3.—Gn seeing a sight or 
hearing a sound for the first time, have 
you ever felt that you had seen (or 
heard) the same before?

The action of unconscious memory 
during sleep is illustrated by farther

Question 4. —Do yon dream ? N inety- 
four per cent answered “ Yes. ” 
Question 5. —Can yon wTake at a given 
hour determined before going to sleep 
without waking up many times before? 
Fifty-nine per cent answered “ Y es.’ 
Thirty-one per cent answered “ No. ” 
Question 6.—lf you can, how about 
failure? 
Sixty-nine per cent seldom 
failed; 25 per cent often. 
Question 7. —Do yon come direct from 
oblivion into consciousness? Sixty-four 
per cent answered “ Yes” and IG per 
cent “ Gradually ”

The chronicles of 1450 speak of 150 
vessels in its basins and of German mer 
chants carrying away over 2,000 pieces 
of cloth to the distant lands of Russia 
and Poland. It was the exchange of Lu 
rope, possessing in the fourteenth cen 
tory 52 guilds and 150,000 inhabitants, 
more than three times us many as it 
now contains. Among its wares we read 
of leather from Spain, wool from Eng­ 
land, silk from Italy aud Persia, linen 
aud cloth from Brabant, hemp aud flux 
from 
Holland, wine from Portugal, 
Greece aud France and hardware from 
Germany, which included every variety 
of object in ivory, bone, wood, glass, 
tin, copper, lead, iron, silver and gold 
It had its factories, its curriers, its dy­ 
ers, aud its taxation considerably ex­ 
ceeded that of Ghent. 
But at the com­ 
mencement of the fourteenth century its 
troubles began—troubles from within 
and from without. 
The Sueue was rendered useless by 
the invasion of sand as far as Slum 
(E eluse), treachery, slaughter and po­ 
litical jealousies and rivalries completed 
the fall, and iii 1544 its inhabitants had 
diminished to 7,090. Then came the re­ 
ligious wars and persecutions from 1507 
to 1584, the fanatics and the Gueux de­ 
stroying what remained, leaving little 
for the French revolutionists.—Good 
Words.

Lieutenant R. P. Hobson expressed 
himself as charmed with his recent re­ 
ception 
in Honolulu, Hawaii. 
It was 
enthusiastic and hospitable, but w ith­ 
out any elbowing and shoving to get 
near him that has characterized his re­ 
ception in some places. 
He kissed no 
ladies so far as known during his stay 
of about 12 hours in this new America. 
Even the Hawaiian custom of bestow­ 
ing “ leis’’ on guests and departing 
friends was kept within the bounds of 
strictest good taste. 
He did not leave 
these shores without an abundance of 
“ leis. ’ but they had not been offered 
promiscuously, but only by those who 
either as his hostesses or guests under 
the same roof had felt a fitness in thus 
greeting him. The bestowing of “ leis” 
is one of the prettiest customs in the 
world. 
The Gaelic arrived shortly after m id­ 
night on Saturday morning, Dec. 81, 
the last day of 1898, but did not come 
up to the wharf until after daylight 
Lieutenant Hobson breakfasted with 8 
M. Ballon of Honolulu, a fellow passen­ 
ger, and then, in company with a num­ 
ber of prominent citizens, was taken to 
see the Kuna nu Pali, the scene of the 
last great battle on the Hawaiian Is­ 
lands, a battle that gave Kaniehameha 
empire over them all, and a precipice of 
wonderful natural grandeur. 
At the wharf nearly the whole popu­ 
lation of the city gathered. Though the 
crowd was immense, 
a passageway 
through it was opened by the crowd it­ 
self without even the presence of a po­ 
liceman. 
The hero passed through tho 
crowd. He shook hands w ith hundreds. 
On the deck of the steamship he was 
presented to President Dole. 
As the 
fines were about to be cast off he ap­ 
peared on tin* bridge and the crowd de­ 
manded a speech. 
Lieutenant Hobson 
hesitated at first, but presently acceded. 
In a clear, full voice, distinctly heard 
by every one, he said: 
“ Friends, I don’t know what I can 
say other than that this remarkable ex­ 
pression of kindness on your part touches 
me very deeply. I am more particularly 
thankful because the scene of the occa­ 
sion is far from what has been the 
bounds of the United States, and sug­ 
gests that, though this is a representa­ 
tive greeting from a community that 
marks in this demonstration a new be­ 
ginning in the fife of our common coun­ 
try, we are at the beginning of a new 
era in our national existence. 
“ There is but one thought that I 
might refer to and wish to remain with 
you. 
This is the idea of general appre­ 
ciation of American citizens for what 
has been done in the war so lately end 
ed by American citizens. 
Everywhere 
is the recognition pronounced and ear 
nest and grounded iii the spirit of Ameri­ 
cans. I wish to assure you that the lit 
tie piece of work with which I had the 
privilege of being associated was but an 
index of the status that existed in the 
army and on shore. 
From my prison 
window I saw the magnificent work 
that soldiers did, the unrivaled work 
when they charged up San Juan hill 
against the intrenched enemy with his 
flanking machine guns, they themselves 
unsupported by artillery. 
“ Yon all know perhaps— at least have 
leard—how when the matter of taking 
the Merrimac in was brought up the 
whole fleet volunteered for tile service. 
jet me tell you a little further, more 
graphically perhaps, that when it was 
mown that I had the selection of the 
crew the men would come to me and 
beg and plead and pray that I would let 
them go. 
Some would say: ‘Mr. Hob­ 
son, we cruised together on the Chicago 
back in 1890 and 1891. 
Don’t yon re­ 
member me ? I was captain of foretop. 
I trained the forward gun. 
W on’t you 
as an old shipmate let me go with you. 
sir?’ 
“ Friends, when it was known on the 
Iowa that only one man could lie taken 
from that ship’s company they gradual­ 
ly sifted down until it was between two 
fine fellows, and they didn’t know how 
to make a choice. 
They drew straws. 
The man who drew the long straw— 
Murphy, a fine fellow—they say jump­ 
ed six feet into the air when he drew 
it The other fellow s countenance fell. 
His fa^e was as long as a yardstick, and 
he moped around and finally came up 
and said, ‘Murphy, I ’ll give you my 
whole year s pay if you will let me go 
in your place. ’ 
“ Friends, let me say that those sail­ 
ors and th o se soldiers who did the work 
simply came from among th e Ameri­ 
cans. 
They are simply 
the type of 
American citizenship of which you are 
the representatives in this forward 
movement of our nation, and I believe 
that American citizenship will not be 


swung well our rrom me wharf. 
The 
crowds on the shore shouted their part­ 
ing good wishes. The government band, 
which had abandoned its regular Satur­ 
day afternoon concert in Emma square 
to be at the wharf when Hobson de 
parted, played “ Am erica,” “ Hawaii 
Ponoi,’’ “ D ixie.” “ A Hot Tim e” and 
all the other national airs. 
It was not 
nntil the Gaelic was well out iii the 
stream that any one thought of leaving. 
Such was Honolulu’s “ aloha”—her wel­ 
coming and parting greetings to the 
American hero, Hobson.—Charles L.
